This 
movement was brrmgtit about by'the action of the manufacturers in Barrc, 
East Barrc, Northfield, Montpelier, Williams town and Wnterbury in opening 
their quarries-for the men to return, if they chose, under the old conditions. 


In only one shop did the ending of the lock-out result in the return of 


the cutters to work, and in this instance the manufacturer, 
the 
Leland 


Granite Co. of Barrc, acceded to the demand of the men for an increase in 
wages. In this shop, however, the bush hammer, which is the bone of con- 
tention between the manufacturers and cutters, is not used. 
The Leland 


company employs 80 cutters, all of whom returned to work. 


The trouble originated «t Xorthfleld where the cutters in some of the

This Is known as the "san- 
itary tower." On each o£ the five floors 
there is a large toilet room of the di- 
mensions of. the tower. There are two 
long iron sinks in each, supplied with 
both city and canal water, the on?, for 
drinking and the other for .washing 
purposes, and there Is also a hot water 
supply. Open plumbing and the most 
modern sanitary facilities have been in- 
stalled. 
The walla of the room 
are 


whitened and the floor Is of a compos-. 
It'e known as karbollth, which can be 
easily flushed. 


The Stirling and 
Belvidere woolen 


mills No. 3, like all other manufacto- 
ries, are now operating under tho 6fi 
hour law, and in accordance with the 
expressed wish of a majority of the em- 
ployes, work Is suspended each day at 
5.40.

charge of;the several departments nt. city hall could

and

departments and thus take advantage of the reduction which would follow 
the placing of one large order. As it is at. present,.few of the departments 
have their supplies grouped together so that the purchasing agent can take 
advantage of the combination, mid in ninny insfnnc.ns .the delays occasioned 
by going through all the red tape necessary to socin'C the most trilling sup- 
plies have hampered the work of many of the departments and resulted in 
a direct loss.

GRANITE CUTTERS ON STRIKE 


BA.RHE, Vt., Jan. 17.—Tlic lock-out winch has practically paralyzec 


the granite industry of this state since November 18 was changed to a strike 
today aud the responsibility thrown on the 5000 cutters who are out. This 
movement was brought about by the action of the manufacturers in Bnrre, 
East Barre, Nortbfield, Montpelier, AVilliamstown and Wntcrbury in opening 
their quarries for the men to return, if they chose, under the old conditions. 


In onlv one shop did the ending of the lock-out result in the return of 


the cutters to work, nnd in this instance the manufacturer, 
the 
Leland 


Granite Co. of Barre, acceded to the demand of the men for an increase in 
wages. In this shop, however, the bush hammer, which is the bone of con- 
tention between the manufacturers aud cutters, is not used. The Leland 
company employs 80 cutters, all of whom returned to work. 


The trouble originated at Northfield where the cutters in some of the 


shops went on strike because they objected to tbe use of the pneumatic 
bush hammer which the strikers claim emitted so much dust that they were 
unable to perform their work under proper conditions. A lock-out by all 
the granite manufacturers in the state soon followed, resulting in the tieiiig 
up of the whole industry in the state for the past two months.

ABOLISH THE PURCHASING AGENT. 


Now that the city election is over and we cannot be accused of aiming 


nt any particular candidate, wo wish to say that we have long been of the 


opinion that the office of purchasing agent in the city of Lowell should be 


abolished. We have followed the matter closely since the department was 


established,.and-.while it made a reasonable showing in the beginning it lias 


gradually fallen -back -until today we fail to see why it .is «ot more of an 


expense-to the city than a. saving. Why the head of any-particular depnvt- 


ment-cannotieifcusted with the purchase of supplies when he is obliged to 


make-a-report-in-print, we fail to see. If he does not make, a good'showing, 


or if he squanders;the city's money, the city council can easily put. a better 


man in his jilace. If there is any advantage of grouping the supplies of 


the different-departments into one wholesale purchase that can be easily 


' 
x. 


done through the 'flMyor's office without any expense, or the committees in 
charge of the several departments at city hall could 
receive bids 
an(J 


apportion the supplies, such as hay, grain and coal among the several city 
departments and thus take advantage of the reduction which would follow 
the placing of one large order. As it is at present, few .of the departments 
liave their supplies grouped together so that the purchasing agent can take 
ndvaniage of the.combination, and in many instances.the delays occasioned 
by going through all the red tape necessary to secure the most trifling sup- 
plies have hampered the work of many of the departments and resulted in 
a direct loss. 


Take the expense of the purchasing agent's office, the salaries, the 


equipment and general labor incident to keeping all 
the 
records, cor- 


respondence, etc., and we fail to sec why it has not already 
become a 


municipal^inisance. To divide the expense of the purchasing agent's office 


;imon<* the various departments in proportion to the supplies purchased 
would show to any competent calculator Iliat it is a Imrdon to every depart- 
ment in city hall, that it has not saved the city a dollar, and indeed we be- 
lieve it lias resulted in direct -loss in many instances. 
A competent superin- 


tendent of a department can go out into the open market and make his own 
purchases and pay the bills from his own appropriation, and buy just as 
cheap as the purchasing agent pan, and what is still more important he can 
get his supplies when he wants thorn. 
AVliy llion should we longer tolerate 


this needless department in tlie city government? Tt has been a bone of bit- 
ler contention in every municipal election; the men who sork the office arc nut 
always the most competent, while tho olIU'.o has frequently bcon held up to 
public criticism as n-'grnfling wing of the oily government, very much as the 


•water board has boon held up, although we lire free to sny that no specific 
proofs have linen ndrnnccd that would bring the occupants of the present 
or previous purchasing agents within the dragnet, of (lie grand jury.
